TO THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF BROOKFIELD. 


THE ANNUAI# REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE IS RESPECTFULLY SUBMITTED. 


HE following statement exhibits the condition and oper- 
ations of our schools during the past year :— 


District No.1. One term. Length of term twelve and 
one-half weeks; whole number of scholars, 15; .average at- 
tendance 13;not absent one-half day, 1. Teacher Mr. C. 
Colman; wages per month including board $25.00. 

Mr. Colman has had years of experience as a teacher, in 
this and adjoining towns. The school though small made 
good progress. We find the register properly kept. 

District No.2. I have not received any notice of a 
school in this district during the present year. 

District No.3 Spring term—Length of term ten weeks; 
whole number of scholars 29; average attendance 24; num- 
ber not absent one half day 6. Teacher, Miss Lizzie L. Lib- 
bey, wages per month including board $20.00. 

Summer term—Length of term nine weeks; whole num- 
ber scholars 29; averaze attendance 24; number not absent 
one-half day 7. Teacher Miss Lizzie L. Libbey, wages per 
month including board, $20.00. 

Miss Libbey is a young teacher, with more experience we 
think she will make an excellent teacher. 

Winter term—Length of term nine and four fifths weeks, 
whole number of scholars 28; average attendance 20; num- 
ber not absent one-half day 6. Teacher Miss Anna M. Tib-

betts, wages per month including board, $20.00. In Book- 


keeping, #, in Algebra, 2. 


The school made good improvement during this term. At 


the closing examination 1 was particularly interested in the 
class in Higher Arithmetic. This school contains some 
good scholars. 
~ District No. 4—Summer term, 6 weeks; whole number 
of scholars 21; average attendace 19; nnmber not abseut 
one-half day 3. Teacher Miss Florence I. Shorey, wages 
per month including board 318.00. 

Winter term—Length of term eight weeks; whole num- 
ber of scholars 23; average attendance 18; number not ab- 
sent one-half day 4. Teacher Miss Nellie Deering, wages 


per month including board $20.00. Miss Deering is a well — 


qualified teacher. _ 

District No. 5—Is classed with the town of New Dur- 
ham. . 

District No. 6—is classed with district No. 2, in the 
town of Wakefield. 

District No. 7—One term. Length of term ten weeks; 
whole number of scholars 6; average attendance 5; number 
not absent one- half day 4. Teacher Miss Lucie Drew, wa- 
ges per month including board $14.00. This was Miss 
Drew’s first attempt at teaching, I consider her a well in- 
formed teacher, and one who possesses the faculty of im- 
parting knuwiedze to others. 

Disrrict No. t—Is united with district No. 12 in the town 
of of Wakefield. 

Whole number of scholars 1n the schools during the year, 
75, averave attendance 61. 

Whole amount appropriated for the support of schools, 
$371.47 of this amount $15.54 has been paid to other towns. 


In relation to text-books | have done something to rem-_ 


edy the defect that existed last year having substituted Rob- 
inson’s Arithmetic for others in two districts, and think it 
advisable that the change should be made entire. 

All the schools except one, district No. 2, have fulfilled 
their usual terms of service quietly, orderly, and to the gen- 
eral acceptance of all concerned, no complaint of a serious 
nature having reached the knowledge of the committee. 

No trouble, or ditticulty seems to have arisen anywhere 
demanding the aid of the committee to settle.
